This seems to me to be the most logical 
solution — it is certainly the lesser of two evils. *■ 

, 2, Carrying out of the Point System. , This system was adopted by 
the Council in order to limit and distribute extra-currieula activities of 
students and I believe it should bb carried out. 

8. Development of a major spring sport at G. W. This may not 
be directly In line with Student Council activities but I believe G. W. 
should have some major spring sport, preferably lacrosse. I believe the 
students would support a lacrosse team. Tha attendance at football 
games last fall was very good and the gym was filled to capacity for 
every basketball game. Lacrosse is an interesting game to witness and 
lacrosse at G. W. would no doubt prove popular and profitable.

The Band h*B popularized University 
songs and brought a certaln'publieity which might not have been attained 
as quickly by other means. 

The members of (he Student Council! elected by the student body on 
the basis of their qualifications for leadership, their spirit of cooperation 
with the administration for the mutual benefit of both the student body 
and the ’administration) their willingness to carry out the desires of the 
students as presented to them, and their ability to plan successfully for 
the future of the student body, are in a large measure responsible for 
harmonious relations between students and faculty during the school yeah.
